Exhumed and Placed in Possession 
of the Coroner. 


Her Mother and Brother Arrived—Sensational 
Scenes in Two Newspaper Offices Over the 
Affair—Looking for the Man Who Wrote 
the Articles--Mrs. Dr. Sparr Prostrate, 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW XORK, September 5.—The body of 
Miss Rose V. Burns, a niece of Mrs. Victoria 
Woodhull, who, as stated in yesterday’s 
Post-DisPatcu, was alleged by her mother 
to have died of poison and malpractice, was 
exhumed from the receiving vault of the 
cemetery of the Roman Catholic Church of 
the Nativity, on Second avenue, near Second 
Street, yesterday afternoon, and taken to the 
Morgue. Coroner Martin will have an au- 
topsy performed on the remains at 11 o’¢lock 
this morning. The process of exhuming was 
done in the presence of Mrs. Miles, an aunt 
of deceased, who identified the body. It was 
inclosed in a rosewood coffin, the upper par- 
tion of the lid of which was of glass. On the 
Silver plate on the lid was inscribed, ‘Rose 
V. Burns, died August 19, 1873, aged

One of the gamblers who was present said 
toa reporter of the Post-DispatcH: “‘lt 
was a very heavy game and lasted till 4 o’clock 
Monday morning. Then the dealer pulled 
out the drawer and saw that it was empty, 
and placing the drawer upside down on the 
table he exclaimed: “lhe jig is up; 

THE BANK IS BUSTED.” 

Dink Davis and hia 
partner lost over $7,000. At one time they 
were $5,000 ahead. ‘

On the maturity of that 
note, Doyle gave the bank three other notes, 
two for $1,000 each and one for $3,360, which 
notes Were likewise indorsed by Selden.

The only change to report in the fight be- 
tween the O. & M.and the Louisville Air 
Line is the fact that the O. & M. met the $1 
rate to Louisviliethis morning. Each line is 
hauling extra cars, and the traveling publie 
has a great graft.

“How did this fight come about?’is a 


question put by the reporter to John D. 
Piiliips, ticket agent of tue O. & M. He re- 
plied that no ove could ans'ver tuat question 
for the O. & M. but W. b. Shattue, general 
passenger agent. C. B. Kinnan, general 
agent of tue Air Line, when asked the same 
question, replied as foliows: “Ln the trst 
piace we are the shortest line by sixty miles, 
aud We make forty minutes quicker time, and 
We bave the right to make tite races.”

ARTHUR AT CHICAGO, 


His Reception a Right Royal One— Wine 
and Speeches. 

CHICAGO, September 5.—President Arthur 
passed the forenoon quietly at his hotel, re- 
ceiving few callers. At 12:30, accompanied 
by several members of the reception commit- 
tee, he appeared on the trading floor of the 
Chamber of Commerce, where he was met 
with a splendid ovation. Fully 4,000 were 
on the floor and in the galleries, and the ap- 
pearance of Mr. Arthur was the signal for a 
rollof continuous cievring, Jasting severa! 
minutes. He was introduced by Vice-Presi- 
dent French as the Chief Magistrate of a 
nation during the greatest prosperity ever 
known in the history of the world. 

President Arthur spoke as follows: 

“GENTLEMEN—L thank you for the warmth 
of this greeting. Lam glad to have the op- 
portunity of meeting so many of the repre- 
sentative business men of this magnificent 
city. I shall always recall with pieasure the 
warmth and cordiality with which I have 
been welcomed, and leave: you with my best 
wishes for your future prosperity and wel- 
fare.”’ 

Secretary Lincoln said he had heen endeav- 
oring for two years to convince the President 
that Chicago was the center of the nation, 
but his magnificent reception to-day 
would prove an argument he would not 
withstand.

The Railroad Millionaire Before 
the Labor Committee. 


He Began Life in a Store at $20 Per Month— 
Worked in a Tannery—Surveyed Railroads 
—His Introduction to the Railroad and 
Stock Business. 


New YorE, September 5.—Senators Blair 
and Call waited patiently for Jay Gould to 
appear before them this morging to testify 
as to the relations of capital and labor. A 
large audience was in attendance. As Gould 
delayed appearance, the committee heard the 
statements of Geo. W. Weston, a lawyer of 
this city. Who appeared in opposition to the 
theories of Henry George and Moody. 
Just as the witness was. beginning 
his testimony Goald entered. Weston 


merely stated that the tendency to 
monopolize land was not so great now as it 
was 100 years ago in this country. 
GOULD THEN POOK THE STAND, 

On being sworn, Senator Blair requested 
him to give a history of his early life and 
first business adventures, and then go on and 
give the story of his progress to his present 
condition, 

Mr. Gould seemed somewhat staggered at 
the request, but turning with a smile toward 
the reporters’ table, began in a low voice: 

“] was born at Roxbury, Délaware County, 
this State, May 27, 1836. My parents had a 
small farm, kept twenty cows, which I as- 
sisted in te:ding. Llattended school about 
fifieen miles distant, and when 1 was about 
14 years old 1 obtained a situation ina store 
in a neighboring village, I was much inter- 
ested in mathematics and used to get up at 3 
o'clock in the mourning to study until 6 o’clock, 
when the store was opened. I remained in 
this State fortwo years, when 1 made the 
acquaintance of a surveyor Who was naking 
asurvey of Ulster County. He took me into 
his service ata

liearned that my empioyer’s credit was not 
very good, and | was to obtain no money for 
my work until the map was completed, sol 
made sun diais for farmers at $1 apiece to 
pay my running expenses.

INTO THE TANNERY BUSINESS 
witha Mr. Pratt of Prattsville; and finally 
went into parinership with Chas. M. Leupp, 
who committed suicide. 

“Lhe first railroad with which I had any 
connection was what is now a portion of the 
Rensselaer and Saratoga, of which I was 
superintendent during thepaniec of 1859. Its 
stock went down very low and I was able to 
buy ina laige amount, which afterwards 
rose in value and | made a handsome profit.” 
The next road in which Gould said he 
interested himself was the Cleveland and 
Pittsburg, which he afterwards leased 
tothe Pennsylvania Road. Gould then re- 
hearsed over his connection with the Union 
Paciie Road. As he had interested himself 

in itand steck was falling he made up his 
mind to carry it throughat any cost. Itwas 
on the point of being placed in the hands of 
arceeiver. Afterwards when the roaa be- 
came a paying one, and dividends were de- 
clared reguiarly, there was a great cry from 
the public that. it was Jay Gould’s 
road, as if this was a dangerous thing. He 
said, however, that he was then engaged in 
selling out his stock, which was soonin the 
hands of more than 7,000 investors, repre- 
senting the earnings of many widows and 
orphans. This ended his connection with 
the Union Pacific and the stock is now higher 
than when he sold it. The next venture was 
the building up of the 

GOULD RAILROAD SYSTEM 
in the South and West. Ii began with the pur- 
chase of the Missouri Pacific from Com. 
Garrison. Otber roads were purchased and 
connections made to different points. Gouid 
said he had at this time passed the point 
When money-making was an object and his 
only idea was in carrying out the system to 
merely see what could be done 
by combination. The lines now 
spread through Ohio, Illinois, Indiana, 
Michigan, Missouri, Arkansas, Indian ‘Ter- 
ritory, Texas, Louisiana and Mexico. There 
are central connections at Cincinnati, St. 
Louis, Chieagoand New Orieans. All the 
construction of this system of roads was 
completed last year and represents about 
10,000 miles of road. The earnings of 
the lines, when he took possession of 
them, was about $70,000 per month. 
‘The earnings for the pa-t month, 35,500,000, 
has been expended in building up this sys- 
tem. The Southwest has been opened up 
and the country thrown open to civilization. 
Mr. Gould stated that , 

HE WAS A DIRECTOR 
in the Chicago and Northwestern, Chicago 
and Rock Island, Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western, New York and New England 
and several other smaller lines incidental to 
his railroad interests. He hadbvee me large- 
ly interested in the telegraph business. This 
Was on account of the intimate connection 
Detween the two indu-ires. He was 
instrumental in startirg the American Union 
to make it a competing line with the West- 
ern Union. Hefound thatit would be im- 
possible to accomplish this on account 
of the extent of the latter’s connec- 
tions. He then turned his attention 
to getting control of the Western 
Union by buying its stock when it was low. 
Finding it a paving investment, he had been 
cautiously increasing his interest. His ob- 
ect in securing control of the Western 
att was to nake his friend, 
GEN. ECKERT, THE MANAGER, 

as he had great confidence in 
his business ability. The _ railroad 
facilities which were acquired by the West-

Gould also thought that 
niail service would be 
accomplished by a private enterprise than 
by the Government. He would not opiect 
to the Government taking hoid of the Tele- 
graph System of the Western Union, if it 
Would pay for it what it was worth on a fair 
a)praisement, but in his opuiion it would 
hot be a success. Uniform tariffs could be 
becured undera private enterprise as well as 
Were Governinent supervision. 

THE WESTERN UNION’S POLICY 
tended to aceomplish this. In New York 
State there is a uniform systeth of rates. 
lhere could be no lasting competition 
against the Western Union, on _ ac- 
count of its great facilities. When there 
Were powerful rivals the rates were not re- 
ducei, because the competitor was obliged 
to eharge rates as high as the Western Union 
ln order to liye, Mr. Gould said that this 
1a been his experience, and if 
any one thought he could do 
better than himself, he was certainly at lib- 
erty totry. The vaiue of the stock ina Cor- 
poration. depended upon its earning power, 
lhere night pe water in the Western Union, 
but the same could be said of all kinds of 
Property which had increased in value. _He 
thought the Government had aright to fixa 
limit beyond which the profits of the com- 
Pany could not go, so long as the rates were 
hot unreasonable, but it had not the rigiit, 
under republican institutions, to take away 
Spe property from its citizens without 
ust compensation. 


the Western Union Company. 
replied that this wouid 
possible, as he was not in a po- 
Sition to give such an estimate. 
He did not trouble himself with details, 
but judged of the value of the property on a 
broader basis; that being its earning pow- 
er. The value of the franchises purchased 
by the company at present could 
not be estimated by. any known 
means. Contracts with - railroads 
had been mad under varying circamstances. 
The growth of the telegraph system repre- 
sented the growth of the country, and was 
progressing more rapidly 
THAN MOST PEOPLE IMAGINED. 

He thought 7 per cent was a fair estimate of 
the earning power of the Western Union. If 
the people thought they were getting too 
much they could buy the stock: ‘Phe stock 
of all safe paying enterprises was being dis- 
tributed all over the country. This 
class of investors held about $60,000,000 of the 
Western Union stock, which was continual- 
ly becoming scarce in the market. Within 
two years, Mr. Gould thought, the remain- 
ing shares now upon the market would 
be absorbed by investors. He was 
glad that this was so, for _ it 
indicated a prosperous condition of 
affairs.. He did not think there was as much 
water in the stock of the Western Union as 
In many other companies. The value 
of the Western Union was very nearly 
equal to its capitalization. A_ railroad 
like the New York Central probably could 
~ be duplicated for its present capitaliza- 
ion. 

“Don’t you think that New York city cost 
more than it would be soid for?’’ asked Sen- 
ator Blair. 

1 don’t think my opinion on that subject 
would be very valuable,” replied Mr. Gould. 
“Atany rate. Ido not think I shouid care 
to buy New York, even if I could 

GET PLENTY OF CORNER LOTS.” 

Mr. Gould stated thathe did not think it 
was possible for a c@npany to 
get an exclusive privilege, for inthe case of 
any railroad another could be constructed 
alongside, if a sufficient number of wise men 
or fools could be found who would put 
their money into the enterprise. Eventually, 
however, the stronger roads would always 
swaliow up the weaker. In all the lines con- 
troiled by him in the West the 
rates for fares and freights were 
reguiated by State statutes. In many 
‘ases, however, competition reduced the 
rates charged below the limits fixed by law. 
Mr. Gould declined to specify the railroads 
whose capitalization was greatly in excess of 
the cost of construction or real value,

On the 
contrary it was a Democratic local option iaw, 
enabling the people of St. Louis to permit the sale 
of refreshinents other than distilled liquors on 
Sunday, if they believed it safe tO do so, At that 
time ii was not understood that any votes not 
cast acainst the indulgence wotld be counted 
against it, anditis but reasonable to suppose 
that all who did not vote against it were at least 
Willing to giveitatrial, For the rest, more than 
two to one voted in favor of it, and to hold that 
such a vote rejected it is to defeat local self- 
government by a strained construction for 
which there is no excuse iv public policy or in the 
probable intent of the Legislature.

Commissig@ner Whitman’: Statement 
About the Pumps and Engines. 


Thomas J. Whitman, the water commis- 
sioner, was before the Slevin investigation 
committee vesterday afternoon, and kept on 
the stand for three hours. He testified that 
he eutered the city’s service May 10, 1867, 
having been then appointed Chief Engineer 
by the Buard of Water Commissioners, which 
| position he held until the office was abolished 
| in October, 1877, when he became Water 

Counmissioner under the new order of things. 
He explained the machinery in use at the 
Water Works; gave the dates of the 
erection of the different engines; 
said No. 3 _ high service engine 
was suggested as early as_ 1871, contracted 


for in March, 1873, was to have been fur- 
nished July 15, 1873, was not furnished until 
June, 1875, and did not get down to actual 
work until some time in 1876. It was tohave 
furaistied 1,000,000 gallons of Water an hour, 
which would neces -itate thirteen revolutions. 
No formal test had been made of its capacity 
orduty, although witness understood the 
contractor had speeded up the engine to 
thirteen revolutions before leaving here. 
Several dates had been made for tests, but 
postponements touk place. Witne-s finally 
suguested that as the city had furnished de- 
tailed plans atfer which the machine had 
been “built, and as there was no 
fauit t» be found with the materia! 
or workmanship, no good could result from a 
formal test, the city being obliged to accept 
the engine Whether its capacity was 1,000,000 
gallons an hour er less. Witness thought 
engine No. 3 pumped at the rate of 24,000,000 
gallons, but. not, probably, fora whoie day. 
It was now pumping fro 17,000,000 to 20,- 
000,000 gallons a day, and Was runnin. at the 
rate of 10 revolutions. tiad seen Chaphe’s 
statement to the effect that the engine was 
net pumping more than 16,000,000, but 
houghit Chaphe had made a mistake. It 
was impossible, however, to say how much 
any one engine would pump witnout having 
the other engines shut down, and they al- 
ways ran two at the Water-works. The two 
pumped 29,000,000 to 30,000,000 gallons a day. 
if No. 3 Was not now pumping more than 
No. land No, 2 engines she was uot in good 
condition; her valves were not in order and 
she shouid be overhauled. If it was a fact, 
as Mr. Chapie said the other day, that sre 
was not pumping more tha: 15 or 16,000,000 
gallons she should be overhauled. Witness 
Was anxious to get No. 5 enzine built as sion 
as possibie that No. 3 might be dismantled 
and rebuilt, Not only the valves, but the 
_ motion of this machine were out of or- 

er, 

“What are your duties, Mr. Whitman?’

Mr. Whitman expiained the system of dis- 
tribution, gave the dates of laving pipes and 
mains inthe vicnity of the Water Works, 
and exvlained tne necessity for new works 
and a new tower on Twelfth and Bisseil 
street. The old tower, he said had been 
| standng now for twelveor thirteen years, and 
needed repairing; if any attempt were made 
to repair itbefore a new tower was in exist- 
ence the citv would be without water. 
Witness said the city at the present needed 
either greater capacity at the Water Works, 
or some system to prevent wastage of water. 
He believed in the use of meters and ex- 
plined the relative merits of several makes.
